Tlio sy^leni of the eotirls of concilln- 
lloii. as ill fore,. In I.uiiiiiark, where it 
Iiiis hail the lMii(;est and mn^l iliur- 
oii^li trial, is hrielly Ibis; Kiel) Ineal 
eoniinnnity is authorized to choose n 
tribunal railed a court of conciliation, 
which oanslsta gonornlly of ono Judge 
and two assistants. Tlieso aro select- 
ed with rcfcruiice lo their qiiaiitica- 
tlons lo c iinpnS'i ilispntcs, and for 
ilii'ir lii;:h siaiiitiii<; in the public con- 
t>',leiicr. This cniirt. so constituted, 
has Jnriadietioaaf avery complaint up- 
on whldi a cItII notion may based; 
and no anch nollon. will be In ai l in 
any of the rognlnr courls of jnsiice 
untit it opiMinis that the ease has lir-l 
been laid before the court of concilia- 
tion, and referred, by a disngreoiiieni, 
to tho ordinary munlelpal, county or 
district court for trial Tliiia every 
cause out of which an action might 
arlac, except In criminal cases, conns 
first before the new body which it Is 
proposed to orgniiiz ■. 

Tho proeceiliiigs in this court aro In 
tho nalui'u of a formal attempt to 
arbitrate. Tliu pniieipnis to tho ac- 
tion appear In penon and not by 
counsel. No Inxrycr except those on 
Iho lieiieli hnv.i any thing to do with 
tlio manor. I'lalntiff and defendant 
tidl their own stories in tlielrownwny 
to till! I'oiirl, jiiiil witnesses may be 
called ill, if necessary. When tho 
case has been heard in full, lb* court 
rendora lia deriaton. If thil la nr- 
ceplod by both (lartles tho dl-pnto Is 
eiideil, tbo quarrel is settled as by 
iirbitrat^i I. fees and feelings aro 
^.ivril. and the jinlgineiit so accejit^-d 
h :<s llio saino loi'co aud ciTeel as a 
ii.dginont In any of the oiHliuary 
cniirls of law. It however, the 
decision Is uiisatlsfncloy lo olthor 
parly, lie can n|ipoal to llio regular 
r,(irl.

These people hare 
traveled venr little. A raeo diflors 
from an Individual in Its trmols in 
one respect, namely, that while tho 
former lives olT tho country, in tho 
rase uf Iho latter It Is the country that 
lives ofr him. The reault la that, 
wlille the liidlvldnal reapa ooamopoll- 
tanisni as his rbcomponso, a race la 
constantly driven in upon itnolt in its 
struggle for existence, and bceoiiies 
more jiersoiial as Ilin outcome of the 
strife. The ohnugud conditions nndor 
wlilcli It flnda itaelf neoeaaitato 
nionlal ingennlly to adapt them, 
and loflusooo It uuconsolous- 
ly, . To see how pntont thoso 
Influences prove wo have 1ml to look 
at llinl brainli of the Aryan family 
that fur so long now has stayed at 
Inline. Doatltute of atimulns from 
williout, the Indo-Aryan mind turned 
on Itself, and conauiued In melapliyaica 
tho Imagination which has made their 
cousins tho loaders In the world's prog- 
ress to-day. The iiievllahlo iinnib- 
nees (if monotony crept over thoin. 
The ilcaiUy siimoncss of thoir aur- 
roitndlngs began to toll. The torper 
of the Eaaiv like aome paralyaing poi- 
son, stole Into their lotila, and Ihey 
fell A.sloop, and did but Cmm In tho 
land tboy had formerly wraited from 
Its possessors.

71 7IJ wcr.i 
reeoncilod and ailjinlgeil. lio- 
tweiin 1876 and 1880, I hero wcro 
190.8S6 cnaea praaented, of which 
r.>l.y70 wotc aotllcd belnre tbeso 
cunrls, and only half of the ic- 
inalndor wore ovur carried to acliinl 
litigation. It thus appears that, by 
menus of this iustrnniontot roooncilia- 
tlon, about fivcHiixlha ot all the dis- 
putes arising In the Kingdom of Den- 
mark are kept from final trial in the 
regular Inw courts. An economy, 
liiiaiicialty and morally, so remark- 
able as this would wiirrant n iiioro 
coin prohonsive reform than tho simple 
osinblisliment ol an anthoriied tribu« 
nal before which two parties at a 
nilsundcraianding can preaent their 
grievaiiecs as man lo man. In tho 
niljiistmeiit of l.ilior disputes, these 
cuiirt^ are simply iiiviilua!il<'. Ity 
means of tlieiii aloiio. In fact, may wo 
expect to see arbitration elevated to the 
dignity of a common method of legal 
procodme. Courts of conciliation 
ought to bo found horcftcr as a part 
of tliu legal and Judicial aystoui of 
every ]irogresslve State, — BL Paul 
I'loncfr- Press.

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THE GERMAN ARMY. 

■omo Intorvallnff l*«rlloiili.r* C'unrei-iitiie 
Its Dla«lpUutt on Uio FroDtUr. 

Mela is ono of tho most stronglyfor- 
tilled cities in Europe. It is impreg- 
nable to-day against any anniy lliat 
Franco could bring ngninsl IL I linvu 
boon all around this city, and havo 
been able to pius along undur Iho 
fortllicatloiis, and lo note their multU 
plieily and strongtli. No cirlllan has 
the right to ai-ccml even ono of tho 
bnn si lialllrnn iils. (July the tiio-t 
triislud of the tj.'rinaii superior otli- 
cera have Ih* )irivile;;e of moving 
around freely tliioiigli tbeso breast- 
works. 'I'hcro nro but few, even mi.ong 
the (icriunn oIUccim at Meli. whoknow 
tile exact cliiiriict -r ami extoiitof tlieso 
dcfen-es. Mel/, is i-iiliri'ty siiri uiiliiieil 
by treiiieiiilons wiiils uf earth and ma- 
sonry, varying in tliUknoas from tliir- 
ly In sixty feet. Tlio principal wall 
passes entirely around Iho town in an 
unbroken lino, being ploroud only Ly 
passages hIiIcIi can bo clts^d com- 
pletely by iiiassii e s'Ie<-l gates. 'Jheso 
Mails are strciigthi'iic.l by dec|) 
mollis. 'I'liere are llirec nrmls pa-sing 
cnlir.ly around the city. These niu 
from twenty to thirty feet wide, 
nnd aro flllnd with water. Ill the 
flout of eaib moat fa it lrlexo of 
Jigged wo'iil, and a hedgisroir of sneh 
strcnglli as lo iiiakn an Impassable 
barrier without cultiug. Tie' capliir- 
Ing nf ono lino of fortillcalions eoiild 
only be done under tlie conoenlrntcd 
I re of the forts In the aelghburhood 
an 1 the further iu-lylng dofenaes. Tho 
pa-sing of niubai'rlor would bo mere- 
ly a bnginiilng. 

Tlie ureal heights nrnnnd M 'la are 
covered wiili forts, 'iliere are nine in 
iho imraeilinle nolghliorhooil. Tho 
greatest height is occupied by Fort 
St. Qiicntln. This is nbtolutely as 
ini|iiegnable aa tha heights at K'lren- 
hri ilsiciii, O l the Iliii' p. This fori 
slaiiils upon a high peak, which rises 
ulo 10 from a wide siiitelicd 
plalik .al«,__D||iln Is uiidiilaling 
and luXlirlnnr""*! color. 'ilio 
height rfsis abruptly from Htia, « 
rocky mass, as If It wcro siiocially 
proparod by Iho hand of nature for a 
fortress to command tho piain. With 
tho troinendou'i arniaiuont nttacliod to 
this tort, no army couM approach 
Mela from Francs without being ut- 
terly doslroyed, unless St. Quontln 
oonid be flrat silenced ni cap- 
tured. It (Niiiimaiids tbo cottutry to 
the Kivcr Mos,.lle. Upon lis right, be- 
tween it anil .Mel/,, is th> tremeinloiis 
fnrl of I'rieilrieh Kiirl, ami upon its 
north is Fort I'.appeville. In addiiiun 
to those torts, which absolutoly bar 
the road leading to (Tcrmany, there is 
no elevation near the eity which is not 
occupied by strong modem military 
defenses. 

Oiien inside the city you find dis- 
cipline, hard work, and liio results of 
n perfoct mililary nyslein. Fully half 
tho iwople you see on the streets are 
soldiers. In the city otM itli lo-day 
there aro twenty-alx tbonaand men. 
Along the frontier, in positions wlii ie 
they can be concenlrati'd upon the 
Ixirder willilii twenty-four lioiii*s, there 
are two buiiilri'd thonsauil men. In 
Melz, private sultliers aro turned out 
at four o'clock In the morolna^ It Is 
drill, drltl, from morning till night. 
They aro exorcised in every form of 
ovolutlon wliieli conbl bo ciii])loyed in 
iieliial war. The onicers wear their 
iiiiiforiiis con-tantly. It is a breacli of 
discipline, and of the must serious char- 
acter, jkir tiiem to appear in publio 
In civlllnit dresa, These offleers have 
no tlmo for foetal hospitalities They 
nro tou ooonpied with their uiiliinry 
iliilies. ill tlie perfeeliiig of this Ire- 
melnlotis military liiaehiiie which each 
day grows more and more forniiilable. 

Tlifl perfection of tho discipline of 
tho Gjriuan army can only bo under" 
stood by witnessing lis aolual opera- 
tion. To bogln with, tho private 
soldiers are I hoi'ouglily trained physic- 
ally, as well as in the meatnl details 
of the mililary profession. They are 
all accomplished gymnasts. TlieOcr- 
mall army is perfectly deniooratlo in 
the placing ot Its men. The sons of 
thp best tnmilias, who wish merely to 
servo their three years' term, have to 
begin in the ranks as ooninum soldiers, 
1 heard, wlion I was In Metz. nf a 
young nobleman who was placed in 
the ranks a.s a jirivato and under the 
oumniand ot his servaut> a gardener. 

The respect which a snbnrdlniile 
must pay to his superior extends 
throngbout every hour nnd inlniite of 
the ilii\'. The lirst night of my ari ivat 
in M'lz 1 was dining at the tal'le 
d'hutc, wlinn n heavy, tbick-sot Gentian 
ofllcor ontoretl the riMm. , A jj^llghi, 
arislocratic-looking German olllcer, 
also in uniform, wiu leisurely eating 
bis dinner nnd talking to a friend 
when the ollleer eiiti'red the i-ooin.
